Hydrocarbons Packag e: The Framework Law was resubmitted to the Oil and Gas Committee on October 26, 
2008 and then returned to the Council of Ministers. There has been no progress on the other three laws in the 
package.

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POLITICAL - Refiigee Update 




There are almost 229,000 Iraqi refugees currently registered with the UN High 
Commissioner for Refugees (UNHCR) in neighboring countries and an undetermined 
number of unregistered refugees. UNHCR reports that 1.5 million Iraqis remain 
internally displaced due to sectarian violence following the Samarra Mosque bombing of 
February 2006. 

Since the beginning of 2008, some 464,000 Iraqis have returned to their neighborhoods in 
Iraq. The majority of the Iraqis returning were internally displaced persons. 

In FY09, the U.S. Government contributed $387 million to international and 
non-governmental organizations to assist Iraqi refugees, internally displaced, and conflict 
victims. 



■ Since the program's inception in FY07, 47,841 Iraqi refugees have been admitted to the 
U.S. for resettlement. 

■ As of September 2009, a total of 1,143 Special Immigrant Visas (SIVs) have been issued for 
Iraqi translators and interpreters (and their dependents) since FY07 (under the Section 
1059 program). 

■ As of September 2009, a total of 1,716 SIVs have been issued for Iraqis employed by the 
U.S. government (and their dependents) since FY08 (under the Section 1244 program).

At Least 10 Dead Following Attacks Targeting ISF and AQCriticst 

• Attacks targeting Iraqi Security Forces and its allies have killed at least 10 people in 
Baghdad and Mosul. In Mosul, police checkpoints and an Iraqi army training camp were 
struck by suicide bombers, while one attack was thwarted by police who opened fire on a 
suicide car bomb before it reached the intended target. In Baghdad, one roadside bomb 
killed two police officers on patrol and wounded eight others, while another targeting the 
convoy of the province's Director General (DG) of Industry wounded five people 
including the DG. Lastly, gunmen wearing military uniforms killed two brothers who 
were members of the Sons of Iraq security auxiliary. 

Police Officers, Army General, and Provincial Council Official among Dead in String of 
Bombing s; 

• Eight people were killed in a string of attacks throughout Iraq on June 29. Four of the 
dead were police officers who were killed by a car bomb outside their patrol in Beiji. A 
bystander was also killed and at least seven others wounded. In northern Baghdad, an 
official with the Baghdad provincial council and a brigadier general with the Iraqi army 
were both killed after bombs attached to their cars exploded.

Iraq looks for investors for new refineries 
Iraq Seeks Investment in New Refineries: 

• Iraq's Minister of Oil, Husayn al-Shahristani, announced on June 26 that Iraq is 

seeking investments of $20 billion for four new refineries. According to the Ministry of 
Oil, the refineries would be constructed in Karbala, Kirkuk, Maysan, and Nasiriyah and 
would increase Iraq's current refining capacity from 550,000 barrels per day (bpd) to 
1.29 million bpd. Iraq is offering investors incentives in the form of tax breaks, land, 
transportation, and discount rates on crude oil.

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Multi- billion dollar deal to harvest gas approved by Iraqi cabinet 



Multi-Billion Dollar Gas Deal Approved; 

• On June 29, Iraqi cabinet members approved a $10 to $20 billion deal with Royal Dutch 
Shell PLC and Mitsubishi Corporation to tap southern Iraq's vast natural gas reserves 
near the city of Basrah. State owned South Gas Company will hold 51% of the venture's 
shares, Shell will hold 44%, and Mitsubishi will hold the remaining 5%, according to the 
deal. The deal is awaiting a final signature. 

Lukoil Allocates $5 Billion for Oil Project in Iraq; 

• OAO Lukoil, a Russia based oil company, allocated $5 billion towards an oil drilling 
project in southern Iraq. The drilling is expected to begin at the West Qurna 2 deposit 
next year. In January, Lukoil and its partner Statoil signed an agreement with the GOI to 
pump 1.8 million barrels a day from the field by 2017.

Daily Electricity Supply from the Grid and Estimated Daily Demand 
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• Electricity supply from the grid June 22-28 was 18% above the same period in 2009 and 
met 63% of estimated demand, compared with 58% for the year-earlier period. 

• Both supply from the grid and estimated demand reached record highs during the 
period. 
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Government of Iraq rescinds electricity privileges for Iraqi officials in Baghdad 



Special Electricity Privileges Revoked for Iraqi Officials in Baghdad; 

• Iraq's Minister of Oil and acting Minister of Electricity, Husayn al-Shahristani, 

announced on June 25 that he had ordered a stop to special electricity privileges given to 
Iraqi officials in Baghdad, including those living in the International Green Zone. The 
measure was intended to divert more electricity to the general population amid an 
ongoing shortage that has left the public increasingly frustrated. Shahristani also said he 
had ordered a production increase at several power stations.

Hashemi Visits Qatar: 

• Iraqi Vice President Tariq al-Hashemi met with Qatari Crown Prince Sheikh Tamim 
bin Hamad al-Thani on June 28 to discuss ways of boosting bilateral ties. According 
to the Iraqi Vice President's media office, VP Hashemi updated the Qatari leader on 
latest developments in Iraq and on government formation negotiations. Qatari Crown 
Prince reiterated his country's commitment to Iraqi stability.

The Dhi Qar PRT recently dehvered three weather stations to the Director of Dhi 
Qar University's Marsh Research Center (MRC). They are the first weather stations 
in Dhi Qar and will collect rainfall, temperature, and related data every 30 minutes 
throughout the day Storing this information in affiliated computers will allow local 
meteorologists to interact with colleagues globally The three stations will go to the 
MRC, the Hammer marsh region, and the city of Nasiriyah, where graduate students 
and non-governmental organizations will be provided access to them for educational 
and research purposes. Data from all three stations will be used for agricultural and 
environmental planning. 

A training course addressing violence against women was held in al-Zubair and Abu 
al-Khasib districts from June 1 1 to June 18. The young men and women who 
attended discussed the causes of violence against women and children and received 
training on communication techniques and appropriate responses to violence. The 
president of the Municipal Council also attended several days of the training. The 
course received excellent reviews and several men at the training requested that 
"permanent training centers be opened to educate men on the issue."
